Another  mat^  to  eilgage  the  attention  of 
Parliament  will  be  the  effect  on  finances  of  the 
adverse  rate  of  exchange.  The  Ctovernment  has 
been  examining  this  subject  for  many  months 
past  and  amy  have  proposals  to  make  regarding 
future  govaramental  financing  which  will  have 
a  beneficial  effect  on  exchange.  In  this  con- 
nection It  Is  anticipated,  that  a  warning  will  be 
Isatied  to  the  proTinces  and  municipalities 
throughout  the  Dominion  to  restrict  their  bor- 
rowings in  the  light  of  the  financial  situation. 
Complementary  to  efforts  to  right  the  exchange 
sitfiation  will  be  the  discussion  of  ways  and 
means,  In  addition  to  realignment  In  tariff  sched- 
nleB,  for  the  creation  of  a  more  favorable  bal- 
ance of  trade.  What  has  been  done  In  this  re- 
aptKl  already  under  the  Bennett  Government 
has  been  most  satLsfartory.  An  adverse  balance 
has  been  turned  into  a  favorable  balance,  but 
BMHh  remains  to  be  done.  In  no  way  can  this 
be  better  arrompltshed  than  in  the  development 
of  Inter-lmperlal  trade.  What  Parliament  can 
d»  by  leglilatlon  to  smooth  the  way  of  agree- 
ments to  be  concluded  at  the  Imperial  Confer- 
ence should  be  done. 

Th9  Oofenunent  has  Iti  leglalathre  pro- 
gramme far  advanced  There  will  be  no  delay 
In  this  respect.

can  well  act  the  part  of  a  busybody  and  destroy 
the  ends  it  seeks  to  serve.  There  are  limits  to 
the  interference  that  can  be  imposed  in  the 
present  Oriental  dispute.  The  outstanding  fact 
of  the  situation  is  tliat  Japan  will  not  allow 
neutiaLs  to  interfere  In  any  negOtiatk>na 
whereby  she  will  eventually  reach  •  aaodUl 
Vivendi  with  China;  more  especially  la  thlB  the

All  of  us 
hope  that  next  Winter  business  will 
be  good  and  there  will  be  no  un- 
employed, but,  should  our  hopes  be 
unfulfilled,  might  it  not  be  possible 
to  derive  future  benefits  by  seelUng 
a  variation  In  the  treatment  of  our 
distresses?   X  have  been  Informed 
that  the  cost  of  maintaining  each 
man  in  a  relief  camp  amounts  to 
eighty-five  oenta  a  day,  to  which 
I  presume  must  be  added  cost  of
